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On an undetermined date prior to June, the Soviet Army ordered the Chinese 
Canmnists by the end of September to have barracks constructed in 
Manchuria capable of housing 3,000,000 Chinese Communist troops. 


On 6 and 7 July, approximately 40,000 newly~trained North Korean troops 
Left Ich'on (126-53, 38°30) for an area north of Plyonggang (12718, 3825). 


On 30 June, 2,000 Chinese Communist troops south of Kumch'on (126=27, 38-09) 
were moving north toward the city; one fifth of the soldiers wera 
armed with Soviet rifles, and the remainder carried hand grenades each. 


At 10 pom 1 duly, 70 Soviet trucks, loaded with food and ammunition in 
convoys of 12 vehicles each, were moved south through Kumch'on. Ab 2 pole 
2 July, 13 trucks were sent south through Kumch‘on, returning empty at 


11 pom, 


At 5 a.m. 3 July, there were G00 Chinese Communist troops on the hills east 
of Karhyon-ni (126-29, 38-07). On the same date there were 2,000 Chinese ~ 
Communist troops in the mountains southeast of Chidong-ni (126-28, 38-05) 
and 5,000 Chinese Communist troops on the hill approximately (BT 7915) 

east of Kyejong (126+27, 38-0)). At 1 pom. 3 duly, there were 2,000 
Chinese Communist troops in the hills east of T’osong (126-27, 37=57). 
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
